Good leather can be

liable profits. 
The work was taken up by the de­ 
partment when it became evident that 
the larmers were feeling the injustice 
a transaetion wherein they sold a 
whole cow hide for less than 
they 
paid out for a pajr 0f work shoesJan 
occurrence not at all unusual. 
Inves­ 
tigation shows that the leather deal­ 
er is not entirely to blame for the low 
prices that the farmer receives for hi*» 
hides. 
Too often the hide from the 
farm cow js taken off in a careless 
manner that leaves the akin full of 
cuts and holes—farm hides are never 
as uniform as those bought from 
he packing houses, where the animals 
are carefully graded and the skins re­ 
moved by expert skinners. 
For that 
mason the hide buyer is always will­ 
ing to pay more for the packer’s pm- 
duet than he can offer the farmer. 
Then, too, the farmer sells his cow­ 
hide to the junk dealer, who deduct* 
his profit from the price he 
pays. 
\\ henever it jg possible to collect a 
number of hides and skins it will pay 
the owner to deal directly with 
a 
large dealer, the specialists say.
